The RCN rate base pro v ides a

Reag an spent 
$152,126 there during J anuary , nearly 
fo ur times the $4 2,586 put o ut by the 
Fo rd campaig n. 
Repo rts receiv ed Wednesday by the 
Federal Electio n Co mmissio n sho wed 
Reag an o utspending the incumbent in 
these o ther primary states where the 
two clash in February and March: 
New Hampshire, $4 9,6 23 fo r Reag an 
to $4 0,585 fo r Fo rd; Massachusetts, 
$58,7 27 to $14 ,6 30; Illino is, $6 6 ,012 to 
$4 7 ,327 ; and No rth Caro lina, $6 1,34 2 to 
$32,57 4 . 
In to tal ex penditures fo r the mo nth, 
Reag an’s campaig n spent $1.25 millio n 
to $7 23,512 fo r Fo rd, but at mo nth’s end 
Fo rd’s campaig n had $6 92,4 7 5 cash o n 
hand to $53,156 fo r Reag an’s. 
Fo r all o f last y ear, Reag an raised 


$1.93 millio n and spent $1.51 millio n, 
while Fo rd raised $1.6 9 millio n and 
spent $1.4 7 millio n. 
On the co ntributio n side, Reag an 
pulled in $7 86 ,6 27 in priv ate funds to 
$7 08,27 4 fo r Fo rd. The President’s side, 
ho wev er, had mo re o f its co ntributio ns 
qualify fo r matching fund certificatio n 
and to o k in $4 92,907 in g o v ernment 
checks, co mpared with $100,000 fo r 
Reag an. 
The repo rts are the first in a series o f 
mo nthly disclo sures required under 
the new federal electio n law. 
No t all the Demo cratic candidates’ 
repo rts had y et been receiv ed by the 
FEC.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Ford 
administration is pushing legislation to 
make it easier to round up and get rid 
of wild horses. But opponents say the 
measure would turn the animals into 
dog food. 
The legislation is a response to 
ranchers and federal land managers 
who say the wild herds are growing 
fast under federal protection and are 
taking public grass out of the mouths 
of cattle and sheep. 
In the heat of the issue, friends of the 
horses say the administration's plan 
amounts to “mechanized massacre" 
and a return to the evils of the days of 
the old mustangers

by the legislation. 
The issue pits ranchers who run their 
stock on public lands against a 
widening ring of conservation groups 
who think the 20 per cent of the nation's

Officials said today that federal 
rules currently prohibit poultry house 
workers from using wash basins that 
require them to turn the water on and 
off Instead, the workers use "con­ 
tinuous water flow" facilities, which 
officials say wastes water and adds to 
waste discharges from plants 
But now, the department said, there 
are "new developments in design and 
construction of hand-washing equip­ 
ment" and the rule change, which will 
take effect friday, will allow their use. 
A spokesman said the new rule 
would permit handwashing devices in 
which the water is turned on and off by 
a lever activated by a person s elbow, 
foot or knee, for example, so long as he 
doesn’t have to use his dirty hands.

Once 
caught, most were shipped off to be 
made into dog food. In the West, mus­ 
tang mg was a quick way to earn a few 
extra dollars on a weekend 
Under the administration-backed 
legislation, the use of vehicles and 
aircraft would be resumed and the 
bureau would be allowed to transfer 
ownership of the horses with no 
questions asked. 
That means dog food, the con­ 
servationists say. 
The adm inistration claims the 
current law is cumbersome and ex­ 
pensive. It says it costs an average of 
$550 to catch each horse. Besides, two 
men were hurt in a high-speed 
mounted chase, and vehicles would be 
safer, the administration says. 
Horse groups say the administration 
estimate is exaggerated.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — A land­ 
mark bill designed to restore public 
confidence in state regulation of gas, 
electric and telephone service rates 
has been approved by the state Senate. 
By a 26-5 vote the bill was sent to the 
House where utility officials, who 
bitterly oppose it, are expected to 
launch a new effort to amend it to their 
liking. 
In the House Wednesday, lawmakers 
approved bills authorizing statewide 
branch banks, and bringing schools 
board members under financial 
disclosure laws. The bank bill, ap­ 
proved by a narrow four vote cushion, 
would allow existing banks to set up 
branches in any of Ohio's 88 counties. 
Senate action to repeal the Recon­ 
struction Cost New (RCN) utility rate 
base came 64 years after enactment 
into law of the formula which is unique 
to the state of Ohio. 
The RCN rate base provides a 
mechanism for utility companies to 
calculate the cost of replacing their 
plants and equipment at current 
market value, as a consideration in 
rate hike requests. 
Organized labor and consumer 
groups have rallied around the Senate 
bill which would hold utilities to the 
original cost of their assets in rate 
proceedings. 
"The public, when the subject of

McCormack, D-31 Euclid. 
McCormack said his bill, the first 
RCN repealer to reach the floor of the 
legislature since 1959, "goes a long 
way toward restoring the trust of the 
public of this state." 
The impact of the legislation on the 
rate-paying public consumed most of 
the 24 hours of debate in the Senate. 
Sen. William H. Mussey, R-14

You can't 
Soviet-Backed 
Forces Sweep 
Across Angola

The Soviet-backed forces in Angola 
today reported the capture of Silva 
Porto, their Western-supported foes’ 
military headquarters, and a spec­ 
tacular 175-mile advance southward to 
take the southern towns of Mocamedes 
and Sa da Bandera.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Republican 
challenger Ronald Reagan outspent 
President Ford last month in early pri­ 
mary states and had slightly better 
luck attracting private political 
contributions, the latest campaign 
finance reports show, 
The gap was most evident in Florida, 
site of the nation’s third presidential 
primary on March 9. Reagan spent 
$152,126 there during January, nearly 
four times the $42,586 put out by the 
Ford campaign 
Reports received Wednesday by the 
Federal Election Commission showed 
Reagan outspending the incumbent in 
these other primary states where the 
two clash rn February and March: 
New Hampshire, $49,623 for Reagan 
to $40,585 for Ford; Massachusetts, 
$58,727 to $14,630; Illinois, $66,012 to 
$47,327; and North Carolina, $61,342 to 
$32,574. 
In total expenditures for the month, 
Reagan’s campaign spent $1 25 million 
to $723,512 for Ford, but at month’s end 
Ford’s campaign had $692,475 cash on 
hand to $53,156 for Reagan's. 
For all of last year, Reagan raised 


$1.93 million and spent $1.51 million, 
while Ford raised $1.69 million and 
spent $1.47 million. 
On the contribution side, Reagan 
pulled in $786,627 in private funds to 
$708,274 for Ford. The President’s side, 
however, had more of its contributions 
qualify for matching fund certification 
and took in $492,907 in government 
checks, compared with $100,000 for 
Reagan 
The reports are the first in a series of 
monthly disclosures required under 
the new federal election law. 
Not all the Democratic candidates’ 
reports had yet been received by the

WASHINGTON (AP) — The failure 
of two profitable railroads to acquire 
2.000 miles of track from seven 
financially weak carriers apparently 
will force the government to change its 
plans for reorganizing the seven lines. 
As a condition to buying the 2,000 
miles, the two profitable carriers, the 
Southern and the Chessie System, 
were required to reach new labor 
contracts with rail unions representing 
employes on the seven carriers by 
midnight Wednesday. 
However, there were no new 
agreements by the deadline and talks 
were broken off early today, a source 
said. It was not known what stymied 
the negotiations, although there were 
reports that work-rule changes were 
the basis of the impasse.

WASHINGTON (API — The CIA is 
reconsidering its practice of using 
free-lance journalists and part-time 
correspondents for U.S. news organ­ 
izations as agents abroad, according to 
a top agency official. 
"A re-examination is something that 
is obviously going on,” Mitchell 
Rogovin. special counsel to CIA 
Director George Bush, said Tuesday in 
response to questions Rogovin linked 
the re-examination to a recommen­ 
dation made by the House intelligence 
committee. 
The recommendation was one of 20 
proposals made by the House com­ 
mittee. which goes out of business 
today after a year of studying the 
operations of U S. spy agencies 
Rogovin declined to predict the 
outcome of the CIA re-examination 
Ending agency contacts with freelance 
writers and so-called “stringers’’ who 
sell their stones to U.S. news or­ 
ganizations would sever the last tie 
between the CIA and the Amt Bean 
press. Rogovin said. "It’s the only 
thing left," he added 
Rogovm also declined to say whether 
the re-examination had been ordered 
by Bush or by former CIA director 
William E Colby, who has consistently 
defended agency contacts with free­ 
lance and part-time correspondents as 
proper and necessary. 
It was Colby who rn 1973 ordered a

I have a tendency to develop painful 
carbuncles on my neck. I wonder if 
working in a factory could be the 
reason. There is a lot of dust and soot 
around me.

Dear Mr. G.: 
A carbuncle is an infection of the 
skin and. more often, the tissue 
beneath the skin. It occurs most 
frequently on the neck and on the 
buttocks. 
It may start with a small pimple, 
develop into a boil and then a 
carbuncle. 
Carbuncles are really a collection of 
pus. When they “come to a head" they 
must be opened and frequently they 
are drained 
The antibiotics have, of course, 
reduced the complication of these 
unpleasant infections. 
Working in a factory may not in 
itself be responsible. However, if dirt 
and soot get on your collar, irritation 
and subsequent infection may result 
Skin cleanliness and loose collars 
around the neck may help to prevent 
the rubbing and irritation. 
People who have repeated infections 
of the skin anywhere on the body 
should, as a general rule, investigate 
the possibility that low-grade diabetes 


may be present. 


We were shocked to learn that one of 
our children has a pinworm infection. 
I’m a fussy housekeeper and my 
children are kept clean. I can’t 
understand how this could happen.

You must not consider your child's

AKRON, Ohio (AP) — Sludge from 
sewage treatment plants throughout 
the state may cause disease and heavy 
metal poisoning, an Ohio Farm Bureau 
Federation official warned here 
Tuesday. 
C. William Swank, executive vice 
president of the federation, said the 
sludge, which comes from 38 sewage 
plants, is used as a soil conditioner and 
fertilizer for crops 
He said that pathogens i disease- 
causing organisms) are usually caught 
in the treatment process, but that 
' mistakes are human, and mistake 
affecting sludge for agriculture could 
be a catastrophe.” 
Swank added that the more serious 
problem is with heavy metals, such as 
chromium and mercury, which cannot 
be removed by sewage treatment 
“There has never been any testing or 
research on what becomes of these 
metals when they get onto farm fields 
rn the sludge,'' he said 
The federation will ask the Ohio 
Environmental Protection Agency for 
a grant to begin a two-year testing 
program in four Ohio cities, including 
Medina, Swank said.

You should begin to advise your 
correspondents of your new number 
and street, or road name if you live in 
the country. Not all roads in the 
community have been numbered yet 
but if you have received a letter telling 
you what your number is, you may 
start notifying magazines and anyone 
from whom you receive mail. 
If you receive a Social Security 
check, a retirement check, military 
allotment or welfare check, etc. start 
changing your address for it may take 
some time to get them all changed.

When you do receive it, 
don’t toss it aside dunking it doesn’t 
amount to anything, because it does. 
You should begin to advise your 
correspondents of your new number 
and street, or road name if you live in 
the country. Not all roads in the 
community have been numbered yet 
but if you have received a letter telling 
you what your number is, you may 
start notifying magazines and anyone 
from whom you receive mail. 
If you receive a Social Security 
check, a retirement check, military 
allotment or welfare check, etc. start 
changing your address for it may take 
some time to get them all changed.

COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP) — The Ohio 
Energy Emergency Commission 
technically went out of existence Dec. 
31, but it left behind a guidebook with 
laymen's definitions for all the latest 
energy crisis jargon. 
The commission said the book, 
entitled Ohio Energy Profiles, "is 
intended to aid in the first step in wise 
energy management -understanding 
the magnitude of the problem 
"The dilemna which faces Ohio, as 
well as the U.S., is that it consumes 
more energy than it produces." 
To prove their point, the energy 
experts have crammed more than 560 
pages with statistics, charts, grafs and 
computer print-out data 
But back to understanding the 
problem 
The guidebook includes 59 capsule 
definitions for those often heard but 
seldom understood words which make 
it hard for many people to come to 
grips with the reality of the energy 
issue 
Here is a sampling: 
—Anthracite: hard coal lying deeper 
in the earth than bituminous This 
higher priced coal produces almost no 
smoke and provides less heat than the 
bituminous variety 
—Associated Gas; free natural gas 
in immediate contact but not in 
solution with crude oil in a reservoir 
— BBL or Barrel: 
a common 
measure of petroleum, one barrel 
equals 42 gallons 
—BTU (British Thermal Unit): the 
amount of heat required to raise the 
temperature of one pound of water one 
degree Fahrenheit. 
—Bituminous: soft coal, used for 
coke in the steel industry and In plants 
producing electricity by steam. 
—Coal Seam: a bed of coal usually 
thick enough to be profitably mined 
('rude Oil: a liquid found in the 
earth, consisting of hydrocarbons and 
small amounts of sulfur, nitrogen anti 
oxygen 
—Dry Well: a drilled well which does 
not yield gas or oil in amounts suf­ 


ficient 
to 
support 
commercial 
production. 
—Feedstock: 
hydrocarbons often 
used as a raw matenal for a product. 
—Hydrocarbon: compounds con­ 
taining only carbon and hydrogen 
atoms 
—MFC: 1,000 cubic feet, a common 
unit of natural gas measurement. 
—Propane: a hydrocarbon present 
in most natural gas and the first 
product refined from crude oil. 
— Residual Oil: a heavy fuel oil used 
primarily for operation of industrial 
boilers 
i 
—Sector: a group of energy con­ 
sumers with similar characteristics. 


as in the residential, commercial and 
industrial sectors. 
—Working Gas: total volume of gas 
in a storage reservoir in excess of 
cushion gas, the volume needed to 
maintain the reservoir. 
Consumers interested in acquiring 
the guidebook with the complete 
energy dictionary can write to the Ohio 
Energy and Resource Development 
Agency (ERDA), State Office Tower, 
in Columbus. The cost is $10. 
ERDA, which absorbed most of the 
functions of Energy Emergency 
Commission, is using the data to 
develop a computerized Energy 
Information System

D aughter Fights For P eerage

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LONDON (AP) — Eleanor Dix ie, 
dau ghter of an eccentric British 
baronet, is going to inv oke Britain’s 
new Sex Discrimination Act to 
challenge a ban on inheriting her 
father’s title. 
Sir Wolstan Dix ie, who once lost a 
beer-drinking contest to a pony , was 
the 13th Baronet of Dix ie. He died on 
Dec. 28, the day before the equ al rights 
act became effectiv e, leav ing two 
dau ghters — 23-y ear-old Eleanor and 
16-y ear-old Caroline — and no male 
relativ es in Britain. 
Britain’s ancient laws of heraldry 
limit the inheritance of titles to males 
ex cept in certain special cases, and the 
Dix ie baronetcy isn’t one of them. In 


fact, it’s the first time a woman

of

has 
challenged the laws, said Sedley 
Andru s of the Roy al College of Arms.

They ’re 
Post Mansion Proves 
Federal White Elephant 


PALM BEACH, Fla. (AP) - The 
federal gov ernment has a problem on 
its hands in this posh, su btropical city : 
what do y ou do with a princely estate 
that’s costing a king’s ransom to 
maintain? 
Mar-A-I.ago, the opu lent estate of 
the late cereal heiress Marjorie 
Merriweather Post, is bu rdening the 
National Park Serv ice with its $250,000 
annu al maintainence needs — abou t 
$44,000 of which comes from pu blic 
monies — while serv ing no u sefu l 
pu rpose. 
The Park Serv ice wants Congress to 
au thorize a retu rn of the estate’s title 
to the Post Fou ndation. Local officials, 
one of whom say s local gov ernments 
lose $64,000 a y ear becau se the estate is 
tax ex empt, cov et the property tax es 
MarA-I-ago wou ld prov ide if it fell 
back into priv ate hands. 
In Congress, some hav e su ggested 
that some u se shou ld be fou nd, bu t no 
one has v entu red a specific u se. So the 
estate, considered by many the choi­ 
cest in this mansion-stu dded area, 
remains boarded u p. 
Mar-A-Lago’s 
115-room 
v illa, 
gu arded by a 7 5-foot tower, cost $8 
million to bu ild in 1927, and for many 
y ears after serv ed as a winter mecca 
for the rich and powerfu l. 
Mrs. 
Post had spent 
months 
crawling throu gh swamps and u n­ 
derbru sh on what was then a deserted 
island to find the ideal site for her 
mansion. She decided on a cu t of land 
anchored to a coral reef between the 
island and the mainland to insu re that 
it 
wou ld 
withstand 
the 
worst 
hu rricanes. 
Stone was imported from Italy , and 
one au thority said the 36,000 Spanish 
Mooresqu e tiles u sed generou sly inside 
and ou t were u nriv aled any where 
ex cept the Alcazar palace in Spain. 
The mansion is set on 17 acres of lu sh 
palm-shaded property . On one side lies 
U ke Worth, the 35-mile-long lagoon 
separating Palm Beach from the 
mainland. On the other, a tu nnel 
bu rrows beneath a highway to a 
priv ate beach, replete with cabana and 
swimming pool. 
In between are gu est lodgings, staff 
qu arters, fou r greenhou ses, a nine- 
hole golf cou rse, 50,000 shru bs and 
2,500 trees.

Her will stipu lated that the only u se 
to which Mar-A-l.ago cou ld be pu t was 
as a retreat for presidents or foreign 
dignitaries, and it set u p a tru st fu nd of 
100,000 shares of General Foods stock 
to pay maintenance. 
Bu t the Secret Serv ice and the State 
Department hav e decided the estate is 
too large for adequ ate secu rity , and 
the Park Serv ice say s the tru st fu nd is 
inadequ ate. 
Aside from the federal dollars spent. 
Palm Beach Town Manager George 
Frost said his gov ernmental agency 
“has to prov ide police, fire and gar­ 
bage serv ices that are all loads on the 
commu nity .” 
Officials claim the General Foods 
tru st last y ear ran $44,000 short of 
cov ering maintenance costs. In ad­ 
dition, Frost estim ates that the 
estate’s tax ex empt statu s is costing 
die town $20,000 in property tax es, the 
cou nty $18,000 and the board of pu blic 
instru ction $26,000 in 1976. 
Frost and other officials fear the 
estate cou ld be tu rned into a pu blic 
attraction that wou ld draw gawkers, 
crowding area roads. 
“If it went back into priv ate hands, it 
wou ld almost assu re that it won’t 
become a mu seu m or place for pu blic 
v iewing, creating traffic jams,” he 
said. “This estate is on a two-lane 
highway .” 
Local officials went to Washington 
last month to check on the Park Ser­ 
v ice and Rogers bills. 
Rep. Roy A. Tay lor, D-N.C., who 
wrote the law au thorizing the gov ern­ 
ment to accept the estate in the first 
place, wrote to Rogers: 
“Frankly , I hope that y ou u n­ 
derstand that it wou ld be a v ery 
u nu su al situ ation for the Congress to 
deau thorize, in effect, a u nit of the 
National Park Sy stem. 
“It wou ld be my hope that this 
ou tstanding property cou ld still 
become a u sefu l pu blic facility .” 
Henry A. Du dley , the Washington 
lawy er who administers the Post 
Fou ndation, cou ld not be reached for 
comment. 
The Rogers aide cou ld not say when 
the su bcommittee might take action on 
the proposals.

"I want to cau­ 
tion those who read that story to 
temper their enthusiasm about finding 
a cure for diabetes until conclusive 
tests on humans take place. I sincerely 
hope this is a breakthrough, but we 
must wait and see. 
"The danger of reading about this 
kind of research work is that people 
will think we are near to eradicating 
diabetes; we are not.

M ore Fishing Legends Dispelled

There is nothing like an iceclogged 
lake for throwing cold water on some 
of fishdom’s most closely held theories 
about largemouth bass and other 
species. 
If conditions are right, an icecovered 
pond is a fish bowl in which the curious 
antics of underwater creatures are 
easily observed. 
Ice fishermen have long known that 
they can peer into the watery depths 
by throwing a dark cloth over their 
head and shoulders to shield out 
overhead light as they look through 6- 
to-12 inch holes chopped in the ice. 
Conditions of water clarity must be 
right, however. Normally, the water in 
ponds and small lakes clears in winter 
when a covering of ice protects it from 
the roiling action of wind and waves. 
lakes with heavy vegetation can be 
exceptions. Weeds and other aquatic 
growth die back under ice, especially if 
a heavy snow 
layer shields out 
sunlight. Rotting vegetation can cloud 
the water and reduce visibility to a few 
inches. 
Recently 1 was dunking artificial wet 
flies spiced with live maggots through 
the ice on a small farm lake in hopes of 
catching bluegills that are abundant 
there. 
Surprisingly, I caught very few of 
the scrappy panfish, in part because as 
eager largemouth bass would not leave 
the enticing bait alone. 
Even more surprising, I caught and 
landed as many bass that day as I did 
bluegills. And that despite The Great 
Book of Fishing, in which many 
fishermen believe it is written: “ Bass, 
thou shalt not bite except in water 
warmer than 50 degrees.” 
Bass are supposed to stop feeding in 
winter when their activity is said to 
slow to the point that they scarcely 
move. 


The bass I saw moved plenty fast. I 
watched through the ice as bluegills 
nosed around my dangling bait. I was 
using a favorite ice fishing com­ 
bination: a pair of trout flies, tied with 
gray feather wings and black bodies 
and hackle on No. 10 hooks, and fixed 
to a simple ice fishing rig with two- 
pound test line. The flies, fished tan­ 
dem style with use of a dropper line, 
were enhanced with live maggots.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A log jam 
on road maintenance, bridg e, bot­ 
tlenecks and other safety projects 
throug hout Ohio may be broken as a

J ackson said the biennium budg et 
rev enue estimates made last spring 
were rev ised upward as of J an.

Teacher 
Residency 
Rule Upheld 


CINCINNATI (AP)—A school board 
can require teachers to reside within 
the district where they are hired, 
according to a ruling by the 6th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals. 
The appella te court Wednesday 
upheld a rule by the Cincinnati School 
Board which required teachers to 
establish residency within the district 
within 90 day s of employ ment. 
The rule also stated employ es who 
liv ed in the district must continue to 
reside there as long as they are em­ 
ploy ed for the school sy stem. 
The appellate court noted a number 
of “ rational bases” for the residency 
requirement. The Cincinnati school 
board in establishing the rule in 
J anuary 1973 said it aided in hiring 
teachers who were committed to an 
urban educational sy stem and to the 
future of the district and its schools. 
The school board also noted that the 
rule enables teachers to g ain sy m­ 
pathy 
and understanding 
for 
the 
racial, social, economic and urban 
problems of the children they teach. 
“ Althoug h it is possible that the rule 
will not materially contribute to racial 
integ ration, we consider that the 
numerous other leg itimate objectiv es 
of the rule are wholly adequate to 
dem onstrate that the 
residency 
cla ssifica tion comports with the 
rational basis test,” the appellate 
court said in its unanimous decision. 
"Many other courts hav e recog nized 
the importance of employ es being 
hig hly committed to the area in which 
they 
wdrk 
and 
motiv ed 
to 
find 
solutions for its problems.” 
The suit was broug ht by Thomas 
Wardwell, who was hired as a teacher 
in December 1972. He declined to mov e 
into the district, despite the new rule 
and filed suit in J uly 1973. He claimed 
that 
the 
board’s 
residency 
requirement infring ed on his con­ 
stitutionally protected rig ht to trav el.

Employment for production workers 
in Ohio was down 6 per cent in 
December from levels of the same 
month in 1974, according to a report by 
Ohio State University's center for 
business and economic research. 
The report said production worker 
employment for all of 1975 was also 
down 9 per cent compared with em­ 
ployment statistics of the previous 
year. Agricultural, governmental and 
public education employes are ex­ 
cluded from the center’s production 
worker labor category. 
On a regional basis, none of the eight 
major Ohio city-county areas surveyed 
showed December-to-December in­ 
creases in production worker employ­ 
ment. 
The declines were: Cincinnati 
(Hamilton County), ll per cent;

Youngstown (Mahoning County), IO 
per cent;

The percentages around the state 
were. Columbus (Franklin) and 
Canton (Stark), ll percent; Geveland 
(Cuyahoga), 9 per cent; Youngstown 
(Mahoning), 8 per cent; Akron (Sum­ 
mit) and Cincinnati (Hamilton), 7 per 
cent; and Dayton (Montgomery) and 
Toledo (Lucas), 6 per cent 
The center said employment in the 
state’s construction industry during 
December dropped 14 per cent from 
December 1974, and was down 15 per 
cent in 1975 for the full year com­ 
parison.

Teacher 
Residency 
Rule Upheld 


CINCINNATI (AP)—A school board 
can require teachers to reside within 
the district where they are hired, 
according to a ruling by the 6th U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals. 
The appellate court Wednesday 
upheld a rule by the Cincinnati School 
Board which required teachers to 
establish residency within the district 
within 90 days of employment. 
The rule also stated employes who 
lived in the district must continue to 
reside there as long as they are em­ 
ployed for the school system. 
The appellate court noted a number 
of “rational bases" for the residency 
requirement. The Cincinnati school 
board in establishing the rule in 
January 1973 said it aided in hiring 
teachers who were committed to an 
urban educational system and to the 
future (rf the district and its schools. 
The school board also noted that the 
rule enables teachers to gain sym­ 
pathy and understanding for the 
racial, social, economic and urban 
problems of the children they teach. 
"Although it is possible that the rule 
will not materially contribute to racial 
integration, we consider that the 
numerous other legitimate objectives 
of the rule are wholly adequate to 
dem onstrate that the residency 
classification comports with the 
rational basis test," the appellate 
court said in its unanimous decision. 
“Many other courts have recognized 
the importance of employes being 
highly committed to the area in which 
they 
wdrk and motived 
to find 
solutions for its problems." 
The suit was brought by Thomas 
Ward well, who was hired as a teacher 
in December 1972. He declined to move 
into the district, despite the new rule 
and filed suit in July 1973. He claimed 
that 
the 
board’s 
residency 
requirement infringed on his con­ 
stitutionally protected right to travel.

"Traffic congestion, a thwart to the 
normal growth of all our cities, is 
today's most critical urban develop­ 
ment problem,” a company brochure 
added. "Metropolitan areas around 
the world are losing the struggle to 
unravel the traffic tangle. The Alweg 
monorail offers a modem solution to a 
modem problem." 
Alweg gave the monorail to the fair’s 
corporate successor, which in turn sold 
it to the city in 1965 for $600,000 
Officials estimate it would cost up to IO 
times that to replace today. 
Like the Space Needle, another 
inheritance of the World’s Fair, the 
monorail is considered a symbol of the 
city. Chamber of Commerce men 
merchandising Seattle as a convention 
site play heavily on it, says Hartly 
Kruger, of the Seattle-King County 
Vistors and Convention Bureau. 
"We call it the horizontal elevator 
from the hotel to the meeting room,” 


says Kruger. "The monorail is a part 
of the downtown complex. It makes the 
center and the city one.” 
Elsewhere, though, monorails have 
met with almost no success. 
Plans for systems in Las Vegas, San 
Diego, Dallas, New York and other 
cities have been abandoned or post­ 
poned indefinitely. Money, space for 
pylons and other factors have stopped 
their development.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - The 
Supreme Court in a unanimous 
decision Wednesday told government 
officials they should be biased in favor 
of public disclosure of their records.

Brown in the court’s opinion. “ Records 
should be available to the public unless 
the custodian of such records can show

when demand failed to keep up with 
acquisition and production. 
Helium is extracted from natural 
gas and can be used to supply pressure 
for rocket fuels, in welding, and as a 
deep-sea diving breathing mixture. It 
also floats balloons. 
Under the law. federal agencies are 
prohibited from buying the inert, 
lighter-than-air gas on the open 
market and instead must turn to the 
Bureau of Mines in the Interior 
Department for supplies. 
To build up its stockpile, the 
department was allowed to borrow 
from the U.S. Treasury. To help pay 
the debt, the department charges $35 
per thousand cubic feet when it sells 
helium to other agencies, although he­ 
lium is sold for $20 per thousand cubic 
feet on the commercial market. 
“ It is cheaper for the government to 
buy it at $35 than it is at $20,'” said 
Raymond Munnertyn, the bureau's 
helium division chief, because “ we're 
talking about taking it out of one 
pocket and putting it in the other." 
The government expects to need 
only six billion cubic feet for the next 
25 years. It also is producing an ad­ 
ditional 300 million cubic feet of helium 
annually at a plant in Keyes, Okla. 
The Bureau of Mines is able to sell 
approximately 180 million cubic feet of 
the annual production, meaning that 
approximately 120 million cubic feet 
are added to the stockpile each year.

When market prices of a commodity 
fall below the target price, govern­ 
ment payments to farmers are 
triggered to bridge the gap. Those are 
called “ deficiency payments" and 
serve as income guarantees. The loan 
rate is the amount a farmer can 
Ix)rrow from the government against 
his crop, with the option of paying it 
back and selling his commodity for 
cash if the market price is higher than 
the loan rate.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Ohio’s 
small counties assertedly would get an 
economic break under a statewide 
branch bank bill which has been ap­ 
proved by the House and sent to the 
Senate.

Almost half the House voted against 
the bill Wednesday after a stormy, 
two-hour debate, with opponents 
contending it only would allow Ohio’s 
big banks to move into rural areas to 
drive community banks out of 
business.

“We don’t want your bill, and we 
don’t want your banks,’’ charged an 
angry Rep. Robert J. Boggs, D-07 
Jefferson, who contended the bipar­ 
tisan coalition of big city lawmakers 
seeking passage want to “let their 
banks gobble up our communities.” 
Community banks, he said, at least are 
run by local residents and are “a part 
of the community.” 
The bill finally squeaked through 54- 
42, with 50 required for approval in the 
99-member chamber, after the chief 
sponsor, Rep. Arthur Wilkowski, D-46 
Toledo, and others, prevailed in their 
contentions the legislation is needed

in 
less 
developed areas of the state, par­ 
ticularly in the 23 counties that make 
up Ohio's portion of the depressed 
Appalachia region, lack assets to 
provide development capital 
Wilkowski, 
chairm an 
of 
the 
legislature’s Joint Economic Con­ 
ference. suggested that the measure 


could become as important in the drive 
to bolster the state’s overall economy 
as often suggested programs of tax 
relief and tax abatement. Those 
things, he said, “can be talked about 
until hell freezes over,” 
The Toledo attorney pointed out that 
commercial bank deposits in nearly 
two dozen Ohio counties, at the end of 
1973, totaled $446 million, compared to 
$430 million in Ix>rain County— a 
“medium size” county - ranging up to 
$6 billion in Cuyahoga, the state’s most 
populous Among some of the smaller 
counties were Vinton with $10 million, 
Pike with $18 million, and Noble with 
$12 million. 
Wilkowski’s bill, which would permit 
an existing bank to open branches

bill stripped of the provisions that have 
generated major disputes. 
Sections under review for possible 
deletion include provisions to impose 
tin- death penalty for treason, 
espionage, kidnaping and hijacking in 
which a death results, killing for hire 
and killing in connection with escape 
from custody. 
Other controversial sections would 
penalize government employes who 
disclose classified information. The 
provisions have been attacked by 
media spokesmen as amounting to an 
“Official Secrets Act” that could be 
used to stifle reporting of government 
errors and misdeeds. 
Altogether, the Mansfield-Scott 
memo lists 13 subject areas which 
either would be deleted or com­ 
promised 
in a 
way designed to 
eliminate controversies that have 
clouded the bill's chance of passage. 
The memo says this may salvage 
about 90 per cent of the BOcipage bill. 
The two party leaders are among the 
original sponsors of the measure.

IO years. The bill codifies and irons out 
the wrinkles in federal criminal laws 
that now are scattered through ll 
volumes of federal statutes. 
An aide to Sen. Roman L. Hruska, R-

WASHINGTON (AP) - Pentagon 
officials estimate it may cost $250 
million to strengthen protection of U.S. 
nuclear weapons sites around the 
world against possible raids by ter­ 
rorists. 
The 
storage 
sites, 
containing 
thousands of nuclear warheads, will be 
converted into virtual fortresses. 
Officials hope much of the cost will 
be borne by member nations of NATO 
because many of the sites are located 
in Western Europe for nuclear defense 
of that area. 
The Pentagon's concern about the 
security of its nuclear weapons storage 
sites was triggered by increasing 
terrorism in recent years. 
This led to spot inspections, which 
one defense official said indicate “an 
unacceptable degree of vulnerability 
at certain sites and a need for im­ 
provements.” A detailed site-by-site 
survey followed. 
The Pentagon then ordered a series 
of "quick fix” measures until per­ 
manent improvements could be made. 
Congress was asked to vote $57.3 
million for strengthening actions this 
year and President Ford’s budget for 
next year contains another $110.4 
million to carry the work forward.

Ted Sharliss, a friend Barboza had 
visited and had lunched with, told 
police he found the victim propped 
against the driver’s side of his light 
blue Thunderbird, blood gushing from 
his right side, after hearing a volley of 
gunshots. He said Barboza had left to 
pick up a drug prescription. 
Witnesses said that as Barboza 
placed his keys in the lock of his car, a 
white van approached. A burst of shots 
then rang out. cutting Barboza down. 
“He was gunned down in what ap­ 
pears to have been a 
gangland 
slaying,” Ellis said. "It definitely 
seems like an execution-type killing.” 
Barboza. wearing a sport jacket and 
slacks, was carrying a hand gun and 
$300, the coroner said. 
After Barboza testified against the 
New England crime boss, he took the 
first of three identities and moved to 
Santa Rosa in Sonoma County, Calif., 
as Joseph Bentley. 
He was arrested under that identity 
there, however, and convicted of 
second-degree murder in 1971. He had 
served nearly four years of a five 
year»-to-life sentence in state prison 
when released last Oct. 30. 
Barboza then took up residence 
somewhere in the San Francisco Bay 
area, still under the name Bentley, but 
he was apparently discovered when 
known organized crime figures visited 
the area 
His identity was made public in 
newpaper articles, and again he 
disappeared, only to reemerge in San 
Francisco under the name Joseph 
Donati, sources say. He used that iden­ 
tity often and moved into a $250-a- 
month apartment with Maggie Delfel, 
32, under her surname as her husband.
